But this) can tal no longer. America 
is_now as much in Gebt and jas heavily ‘taxed in 
pripartion to numbers and wealth as any coun- 
try in) Europé, Her princigjles of Government 
are shaken, and the Government itself so weak+ 
ened that it can no longer inspire complete faith 
in its.power or enjlurance, Ww hile in) British 
North America lands as good and ag cheap are 
waiting for millions, where the government is 
less burdened than) that of the United States 
even before the war broke out ; where no dis- 
tutbitig slavery element can ever enter to blast 
the peace and sccurity of the state ; consequently, 
wheré property_is infinitely more likely to be, 
secure and valuable, itis 
bit reasonalile to suppose that thither will that 
tide of emigration set in whieh has hitherto flowed 
so freely into the United States. 

Let. no ote suppose-that. we have any. other 
feeling than sorrow for the distresses of our 
neighbors. We regard their warand its lament- 


_ able consequences as most deplorable, and deeply 


sympathize with them in their sufferings. Indeed 
we ¢annot help regarding the Americans still as 
brothers. We have the same sires, we speak the 


"same tongue, we cherish the same reverence for 


the-rights of man, jand the true dignity of ;man- 
heod which distinguishes the Angle Saxe wher- 
ever found, Whether Providence designs in 
these afflictions to} reptove them merely for the 
sin of; slavery, or to.show them as well faults 
in their political or mpral system which need 
elimination or correction, are questions we do not 
now propose to discuss, We ask our readers to, 
take cognizance of the-fact ‘that it is the hour of 
our great neighbors extremity ; and that, in 
obedience to inexdrable law, that hour of heh ex- 
tremity becomes the hour)of our opportunity.

as large an army to protect the frontier. {With 
the intensely bitter feeling which will oxiat on 
either side of that Jine which will then divide’the 
North and South, and three or four millions of 
blacks in slavery on one side, having the know- 
ledge that if they get on the other side they will 
be free, there is giyen a basis for a border, war 
guch as the world has‘rarely, if ever, witnessed. 
It. will be difficult for those who know the peo- 


‘ple who occupy that border to believe that even 


200,000 men will be able to repres§ disorder and 
keep the peace. | Any. one who knows the _his- 
tory of Kansas—the lawless warfare which pre- 
vailed there for the four or five years prior to 
the|breaking out of the rebellion, will not doubt 
the general correctness of these yiews. In that 
strife the Government looked on, not exactly in 
apathy, but as if in apathy, instead of compelling 
peace by the strong arm, Every fact and report 
trom Kansas increased the aggtayation of the 
sections, till the strife culminated in general war. 
That frightful condition which was confined to 
Kansas will be transferred to the whole border. 
Should the United States . be too poor to keep 
such an army anarchy will be the rule. It can 
only be by keeping up sueh a force that peace 
cari be maintained ; and enormoas as will be the 
cost, the army will be cheaper than anarchy. 

Here then we have two items of expense hith- 
erto wholly unknown to the American govern- 
ment or people, which they must, and which we 
do not doubt they will, pay. But when we look 
the figures square in the face, we own they wear 
an dspect in which trouble, misery, despondency, 
and sometimes tumult, are pretty plainly threat- 
ened.’ The taxation) necessarily will become a 
dreadful load to such a people as the Americans, 
who have always felt it to be their peculiar feli- 
city that they were exempted fram such burdens. 
The-whole Federal revenue before the war broke 
out was about $70,000,000, and out of that rev- 
enue the Mexican war debt had been‘nearly all 
paid off, so that the annual expenses of the Gov- 
ernment were under that income. We estimate 
the cost of the American government for the 
futureas follows ;

| It is not impossible that |this amount, may be 
increased to four hundred tnillions ; for we have 
said nothing of the increasdd cost of the navy, 
nor bf any provision for a sinking fand for reduc- 
ing the debt. This, it must be borne in mind, is 
Federal taxation, and is additional to State and 
The two together will make the 
American people by far the most heavily taxed 
people in the world. i 
Thus then it is plain that the irresistable argu- 
ments which were held out by the American 
people when inviting foreigners to find homes 
with them have been by this war completely 
taken from them, They never canbe urged 
again. More lieavily taxed than thie worst taxed 
countries that emigrants flee from ; |with anarchy 
the rule, or a dread of anarchy, which is more 
disastrous to industrial pursuits than any despot- 
ism how existing‘in Europe, there 1s nothing left 
tu invite the foreigners except cheap|lands. But

these are valueléss without a perfect protection 


in the enjoyment of their frnits, and certainly 
much less valuable thaa they would be if the 
cultivator could escape from the meritable | ini- 
pending taxation, 

How shall he escape? Theat is now ‘the pro- 
blem. Europe mast send forth her annual swarms 
of 200,000, 300,000 or 400,000, or perhaps half- 
a-million. The. state of facts we have depicted, 
and mind they are facts, will frighten them from 
the United States, Then whither shall they go? 
We answer, to the CoLontes or Great Britain. 
And we repeat, now is their opportunity, and Brit- 
ish North America may soon become the commanding 
power on this continent. 

Here, iri British North America, we have 
room for millions of European emigrants. Here 
lands are as cheap, or, if not, they must be made 
as cheap, as anywhere in the world. Hens, 


wherever communities are sufficiently matured, a 


system of public education has been established 
which is not sutpassed in’ any country ; thie be- 
nign exertions of which will advance side by side 
with the plough of the/pioneer. (We allude to 
Canada’ and the Hastern Colonies ; but certainly 
British Columbia and Vanconver Island will not 
be fur behind their sister Colonies ; nay, we shall 
very shortly engage in the noble strife of emule- 
tion.) Here the emigrant will find free and liberal 
institutions and can escape alike from: the iron rule 
of despotism, and the dread of anarchy, Here 
he can escape from the ititolerable burden of tax- 
ation either of Europe or of the United States. 
This emigration we want ; we want the com- 
mercial and general prosperity which attends such 
an emigration. We want the resources of our 
whole territory developed ; and, particularly, we 
want the great country of the Saskatchewan 
filled up, because we want the Trans-Continen- 
tal Rail Road, which must wait until the Sas- 
katchewan plaing. are peopled. For humanity’s 
sake we want this great country to provide com- 
fortable homes for tens of thousands of the dis- 
tressed, from whencesoever they may come. 
Finally, we want for British North America the 
national importance which would belong to great 
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‘numbers, great posperity, and the BoND OF UNION " LANCASH
